In printed form, within the confines of a handy reference volume, their value 
will be enhanced manyfold because they will thus become available to the 

_ interested public thruout the country. 


These indexes have been in course of compilation over a period of 
several years, but it is not claimed for them that they are complete as yet. 
Indeed, such lists and indexes probably never can be completed because the 
rapidly growing interest in genealogy is absorbing the attention of increas- 
ing numbers every year, and such indexes as these will constantly cumulate 
and necessitate periodical publication to keep them up to date, But they 
are offered as the very best aids that can be given at this time, and they 
will improve and increase in usefulness as they expand in numbers and 
extent. 


‘Therefore, it is expected to revise, amend and reissue this Handbook 
annually, as a part of The Institute’s program to afford the best available 
genealogical research and service facilities to its members and to the American 
public generally. 


With the publication of a revised and amended edition in view every 
person interested in fostering genealogical work as a whole is cordially invited 
to suggest names and other information for inclusion, as well as suggestions 
for improvement in the plan and scope of The Handbook of American 
Genealogy.

It is gathering genealogical data, especially unpublished, privately owned 
manuscripts and charts, and indexing these, as well as unindexed books, 
whenever these are made available. 


These constantly cumulative indexes, together with those received from 
its affiliated societies and libraries, from its chapters, individual members, 
and others, comprise the Master fuderus and constitute The National Clear- 
ing House for Genealogical Information. 

These Master Indexes are being published serially in alphabetical order 
in The Magazine of American Genealogy in order to make them available 
to members as rapidly as they can be compiled. About 6,500 surnames have 
been treated in Numbers 1 to 21 of The Magazine to date (January, 1932). 

The Institute is now the largest genealogical organization in America, 
and the most active in fostering genealogical interest, research, compilation 
and publication.

FIRST STEPS IN 
GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH 


“How can I find?” is perhaps the most frequently propounded question 
in genealogy, and it is becoming ever more frequent with the rapidly increas- 
ing interest in the subject. 


The professional and the avocational or experienced amateur geneal- 
ogists find the answers to most of their problems, and these will not be inter- 
ested in the “First Steps” given here, which are designed to aid the novice 
in his search, and to stimulate to active effort those who have long intended 
to compile their records “sometime.” 


There are no rules governing genealogical research, but there are sys- 
tematic, progressive steps which will aid the novice in his work, as there 
are certain “tools” which hold the promise of the best results with the least 
expenditure of time, effort and money. And it is the object to outline these 
steps and to name these “tools” for the benefit of the novice. Having covered 
these, the next steps will suggest themselves logically. 


The study, search and compilation, whether of a single lineage or of a 
complete family genealogy with its wide ramifications, should be approached 
with a lively sense of responsibility for the authenticity of the data recorded, 
and that facts alone have any place in its composition. 


Family traditions and anecdotes have their place in family history and 
should be faithfully recorded, with such comments as to their origin as may 
be desirable, but these should be labeled as traditions and anecdotes, and 
not as facts. 


A “Family Genealogy” may be defined as a history of an entire family, 
including all the descendants in each generation of descent from the immi- 
grant ancestor of that family, as completely as is possible to trace it. It is 
the combination of the lineages of numerous family units of a given surname. 
It may or may not include collateral branches, the intermarried families, of 
the main stem. 


A “Family Lineage” is a line of descent in successive generations from 
the earliest known ancestor, down to, and including one’s own family unit. 
It may be a lineage in descent from father to sor in each generation, or it 
may be from father to daughter in one or more generations, with the con- 
sequent change of surname thru the intermarriage. It may include a record 
of births, marriages and deaths of all the children of each ancestor, but 
_ these great uncles and aunts have no particular bearing on one’s own lineage, 
except that their records may lend weight to the evidence of descent, or add 
interesting side-lights about the family as a whole. 


The earlier generations of many, if, indeed, not most, of the Colonial 
families are well established and of record, not only in the thousands of 
printed family genealogies and manuscripts deposited in genealogical and 
other libraries, but many scores of thousands of lineages are on file in the 
archives of the hereditary societies. 
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However, it must be emphasized that while printed and manuscript 
genealogies are invaluable as clues, they should only be accepted subject to 
verification by original records, viz.: court, church, cemetery, Bible and other 
records. 

It may be stated that there is no such a thing as a perfectly complete 

genealogy, nor an absolutely accurate genealogy. The human factor enters 
into the composition of it too greatly to produce a perfect work and despite 
the utmost care on the part of the genealogist, the fallibility of the printer 
or typist is a matter to reckon with. Besides, what may have been accepted 
as documentary evidence yesterday is only too often disproved by later re- 
search. For this reason many lineages are rejected by hereditary societies 
at the present time which have been accepted in the past. Nevertheless, the 
printed and manuscript genealogies are the first source in beginning a search. 


BEGIN WITH YOURSELF 


More frequently than not, the greater difficulty is to find a near ancestor, 
that is, a great-grandfather or great-great-grandfather, than the more remote 
ones. Therefore, begin the search upon the solid foundation of known facts, 
and this may best be accomplished by beginning with yourself and work 
BACKWARD toward your father, your grandfather, and so on.

RECORD FORMS 


To the beginner we can do no better than to recommend the purchase 
of a copy of the Lineage Record Book (Style A), which provides space for 
four complete lineages (paternal and maternal) for twelve generations each 
(see specimen pages under “Record Forms,” pp. 29, 30, 31). This book also 
gives detailed instructions how to enter the data for each generation. 


CORRESPONDENCE FOR INFORMATION 


Living kinsfolk are the best sources of information for the near genera- 
tions and frequently have or know where further information may be pro- 
cured, oe 

Assuming that you have all the data about your parents, and must 
begin your search—with your grandparents, begin correspondence with your 
nearest kinsfolk, and nearest to your grandfather, or grandmother, as the case 
may be, which would be. your uncles, aunts and cousins. Write your ques- 
tions in the form of an individual questionnaire (see specimen, page 28). 

In requesting the aid of.a genealogist, or kinsfolk, always give all the 
information you may have, names, dates and places of birth, marriages and 
deaths, places of residence, occupation, religion, etc., any item of which, 
in the hands of an experienced genealogist, may afford a clue leading to 
other clues. Always enclose a stamped, self-addressed envelope for reply. 


ADDRESSES OF KINSFOLK 


If the addresses of uncles, aunts and cousins are not known, but if they 
or their children are believed to reside in a certain locality, the aid of a 
local searcher in or near that locality should be solicited to consult city and — 
telephone directories, etc. 


CHURCH, CEMETERY, COURTHOUSE RECORDS 


For copies of birth, baptism, marriage, death certificates, wills, deeds, 
etc., consult a local genealogist as close to the city as possible in which the 
- information may be available (See Geographical Register, pages 281 to 350). 
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SOURCES OF INFORMATION 


While exhausting all means of procuring information by correspondence 
with kinsfolk and others, consult the section “Genealogies in Course of Com- 
pilation” (pages 33 to 104), to find whether or not a genealogy in which you 
are interested is now being compiled. If so, write to the genealogist referred 
to. The specimen form letters and questionnaire on pages 23 to 28 may be 
found helpful for this correspondence. 


FAMILY ASSOCIATIONS 


There are now about 521 family genealogy associations in this country 
organized for the purpose of gathering genealogical data on particular fam- 
ilies. Next to kinsfolk, these are doubtless the best sources of information, 
especially for the earlier generations. These associations also solicit data 
from every member of the family and would welcome yours. This list of 
Family Associations is included as a part of the “Genealogies in Course of 


Compilation” (pp. 33-104). 


FAMILY GENEALOGIES 


Determine whether or not a genealogy has been published on your 
family surname. There are now about 8,500 different family genealogies 
published, most of which include collateral branches. One or more of them 
may include your own lineage down to your great-grandfather, grandfather, 
or even your father. A search should determine this. An alphabetical index 
of all the lineages in all the printed family genealogies, manuscripts, etc., 
available, is now in course of compilation, and is being published sectionally 
in The Magazine of American Genealogy. Consult this also. 


REFERENCE SOURCES 


Besides Family Genealogies there are hundreds of books, national or 
general, sectional and colonial, which are regarded as excellent reference 
sources and very often furnish clues to further information. Only those 
of national and colonial scope can be mentioned in this list, but many county 
and town histories and genealogies are available in local libraries. Many 
of these books contain valuable data not to be found elsewhere, but these 
should be accepted only as clues. Local genealogists have access to these. 


GENERAL REFERENCE SOURCES 


A questionnaire on the subject determined that the most frequently 
called for general genealogical reference books of national scope in the public 
libraries are, in the order named:

REVOLUTIONARY RECORDS 


To answer the frequent questions about the number of participants in 
the Revolution, we can do no better than to reprint the statement and sum- 
mary contained in Heitman’s Historical Register and Dictionary of the 
United States Army: | 

“The exact number of men in the Continental Establishment furnished by .each 
State in the War of the Revolution is, not known, but an approximate estimate made by 
Colonel Pierce, Paymaster-General of the Continental Army, and the Treasury account- 
ants in 1787 is as shown in the first column of this table; many of these, however,served 
two or more times. In addition, however, all the States furnished regiments or inde- 
pendent battalions or companies of State troops, militia, rangers, riflemen, etc., for brief 
services, who were called out to assist the Continental Army in emergencies, or were 
raised to protect and defend their own States, many of whom were in service at two or 
more periods. The exact number thus furnished for short periods of service can not he 
given, but upon examination of various estimates I believe the figures shown in the 
second column of the table to be, in round figures, approximately correct.

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“The total here given is excessive as to the number that served in the Army, for 
many served two, three, and even more terms. Many of the men who entered the 
service in 1775 reentered in 1776, again in 1777, and again in 1780, and were therefore 
counted two, three or more times, but from the best information attainable it is fair to 
assume that the number of individuals actually engaged in the military service during 
the war did not exceed 250,000. There is nothing of record showing the casualties 
sustained.”

Because it may not be known definitely that a correspondent has the 
data desired, or that he will respond to a request for it, it is frequently ad- 
visable to send an identical letter requesting the same information to several 
persons in the same mail, in order to save time. The use of a “form letter” 
will simplify this correspondence and should be resorted to when several 
letters are to be mailed. 


Obviously, it is well nigh impossible to compose a form letter suitable 
for all purposes or. questions, especially if they are to be addressed to near 
relations. But the following letters may suggest the form desired. 


Letter No. 1 is for near relations. 

Letter No. 2 is for probable kinsfolk. 

Letter No. 3 is for probable kinsfolk. 

Letter No. 4 is request for information. 

Letter No. 5 is request for genealogical service. 


A dozen of any of the form letters illustrated, but altered in details to 
meet individual requirements, will be furnished to members of The Institute 
on receipt of 8c in postage stamps to cover mailing cost. Non-members may 
purchase any of these letters at 60c for the first dozen, plus mailing cost.

Various forms and charts have been devised for genealogical records 
but for the most part they are limited to bare outlines of lineages and cannot 
| provide sufficient space for anything except a name and year of birth, mar- 
riage and decease of each ancestor in the direct line.

The proof, if any were needed, that genealogy has become a factor in the 
patriotic and historical affairs of America, is presented in the list of 1,681 
men and women included in the Who’s Who in Genealogy section of this 
Handbook, who are devoting their time, wholly or in part, to searching out, 
compiling and preserving the genealogical records of the nation. 


Everyone engaged in this work must have felt the need of a ‘‘Who’s 
Who” in this field. It is an essential to a better understanding among the 
genealogists themselves, and the information about the work of each will 
certainly strengthen the bond of common interest and engender a spirit of 
friendly co-operation among those who have the best interests of the work 
at heart. 


The Institute receives many requests from prospective clients to recom- 
mend genealogists or local searchers in all parts of the country. In order 
to respond to these requests, also in behalf of the proposed organization of 
an Association of Genealogists, The Institute has made every reasonable 
effort by persistent inquiry to procure a confidential report on the methods 
and integrity of every professional genealogist known to it, and every one in 
this list has been recommended as conscientious and trustworthy by one or 
more clients, or others acquainted with the genealogist or his work. 


A critical student of this list may miss some names which doubtless 
should be here, but, if so, it is because no satisfactory report could be ob- 
tained. A few erstwhile prominent genealogists have been omitted, some at 
their own requests, because they are admittedly superannuated, and a num- 
ber of names and records received have been omitted for other reasons. On 
the whole, it is believed that the names included represent the progressive 
leadership in all phases of genealogy. 


The very great increase in public interest in genealogy, especially within 
the past decade, has attracted quite a number of recruits to engage in the 
work professionally. These are for the most part of a younger generation 
and they bring into their work a commendable virility, enthusiasm and 
progressive spirit. Most of these are well qualified and can render valuable 
assistance, especially in their own localities because of their knowledge of 
local history and families, and these have been included. 


But there are some, and it is inevitable that the work will attract others, 
who, if their compilations or correspondence may be taken as the criterion, 
are quite evidently not qualified, either by experience, training, ability or 
temperament, and in the interest of the public, no less than of the profession, 
these should be excluded from any list of genealogists. 


While The Institute is deeply interested in raising the ethical standards 
of the profession, its chief interest lies in the protection of the public from 
exploitation by unscrupulous charlatans, and it will welcome reports en- 
abling it to keep future editions of Who’s Who in Genealogy as free from 
errors of inclusion as possible. 


As this large list shows, the great majority of the genealogists are will- 
ing to cooperate in the movement to organize an Association of Genealogists, 
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and bringing these leaders together in this manner is the first step in that 
direction. 


The movement for the organization of an Association of Genealogists 
is outlined in Numbers 14 and 15 of The Magazine of American Genealogy, 
and it is hoped that the plan may be carried into effect during the present year. 


Suggestions of names of professional, avocational and family geneal- 
ogists, together with available information about them, or suggestions for 
improvements in future publications of the Who’s Who in Genealogy section 
will be thankfully received.

While The Institute assumes no responsibility in the matter it sincerely 
believes that the recommended genealogists and record searchers included 
in this Register merit the confidence of the public. Should anyone prove 
otherwise, his name will be eliminated from future Registers. 


For the guidance of the novice in genealogical work a few suggestions may be helpful: 


In requesting the aid or services of a genealogist, it should be realized that time is 
the genealogist’s principal stock in trade and must be compensated for. Experience, 
ability and facilities are the essentials that make time worth more or less per hour, 
therefore, each genealogist must set his own standard as to the value of his time. 


_ Determine the amount you wish to expend on a search and authorize the geneal- 
ogist to proceed on an hourly or per diem basis up to the amount decided upon. 


Do not ask nor expect a genealogist to guarantee to find the data desired. Nor can 
he determine definitely in advance how much time will be required to make a search. 
A conscientious genealogist will not promise to find any item within a given time nor 
within a stipulated price, unless he already has the information required or knows 
exactly where it can be procured. Obviously, the time devoted to a search must be 
compensated for whether results are secured or not.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF HERALDRY 


Excerpts from Sir Bernard Burke’s History of Heraldry, as it appears in “General Armory 
of England, Scotland, Ireland, and Wales.” (A verbatim reprint of the history of heraldry 
in the above work appears in Number 1 of The Magazine of American Genealogy, which is 


available in many public libraries or it may be obtained from The Institute of American 
Genealogy). 


“The word Heraldry is derived from the German Heer, a host, an army—and 
Held, a champion; and the term blason, by which the science is denoted in French, 
English, Italian, and German, has most probably its origin in the German word Blazen, 
‘to blow the horn.’ Whenever a new knight appeared at a Tournament, the herald 
sounded the trumpet, and as the competitors attended with closed visors, it was his 
duty to explain the bearing of the shield or coat-armour belonging to each. Thus, 
the knowledge of the various devices and symbols was called Heraldry, and as the 
announcement was accompanied with sound of trumpet, it was termed ‘blazoning the 
arms.” The Germans transmitting the word to the French, it reached us after the 
Norman Conquest. 


“Heraldry may be defined as the art of blazoning, assigning, and marshalling coat 
armour, or more particularly the art of arranging and explaining in proper terms aill 
that relates or appertains to the bearing of Arms, Crests, Badges, Quarterings, and 
other hereditary marks of honour. 


“At first, armorial bearings were probably like surnames, assumed by each warrior 
at his free will and pleasure; and, as his object would be to distinguish himself and his 
followers from others, his cognizance would be respected by the rest, either out of an 
innate courtesy or a feeling of natural justice disposing men to recognize the right of. 
first occupation, or really from a positive sense of the inconvenience of being identified 
or confounded with those to whom no common tie united them. Where, however, 
remoteness of stations kept soldiers aloof, and extensive boundaries, and different classes 
of enemies from without, subdivided the force of a kingdom into many distinct bands: 
and armies, opportunities of comparing and ascertaining what ensigns had been already 
appropriated would be lost, and it well might happen, even in the same country, that 
various families might be found unconsciously using the same arms. 


“Tt has long been a matter of doubt when the bearing of coats of arms first be- 
came hereditary. Certain it is that it was not until the Crusades that heraldry came 
into general use. The earliest heraldic document that has been handed down to us is a 
Roll of Arms, made between the years 1240 and 1245. 


RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS 


“In the reign of Henry V. a proclamation was issued which prohibited the 
use of heraldic ensigns to all who could not show an original and valid right, except 
those ‘who had borne arms at Agincourt.” But, despite the royal ordinance, a multi- 
plicity of abuses found their way into all matters touching descent and arms, which 
called aloud for reformation and gave rise, in the early part of the sixteenth century, 
to the HERALDS’ VISITATIONS, documents of high authority and value. Royal 
commissions were issued under the Great Seal to the two Provincial Kings of Arms, 
Clarenceux and Norroy, authorising and commanding each, by himself or his deputy, 
to visit the whole of his province as often as he should deem it necessary, to summon 
before him all those who bore or assumed to bear arms and were styled esquires, 
to cause them to produce authority for bearing and using same ‘to peruse and take 
knowledge of all manner of coat armour, cognizances, crests, and other like devices, 
with the notes of the descents, pedigrees, ‘and marriages, of all the nobility and gentry 
therein and also to reprove, control and make infamous by proclamation, all such as 
unlawfully, and without just authority, usurped or took any name or title of honour 
or dignity.’ In these documents are set forth the principal hereditary achievements 
of the kingdom. 


“All persons who can deduce‘descent from an ancestor whose armorial ensigns 
have been acknowledged in any one of the Visitations, are entitled to carry those arms 
by right of inheritance. When, however, no such descent can be shown, the party 
must, if it be possible, prove himself to be descended from someone whose right has 
been alan ten from a Grantee; or, in fault of that proof, must become a Grantee 
himself. ‘ 


“These observations apply more especially to the usage of arms in England.”

The SHIzLD, or EscutcHeon, 


Is the principal object whereon the emblems or charges of Heraldry are depicted. It varies much in 
shape, but is depicted triangular, or, as it is technically called, ““Heater-shaped,” on the oldest 
ee coins, and seals. The surface or space within the bounding lines of the shield is called 
the Field. 


ABC The Shield is divided into the following parts, A B C, the chief, subdivided into A, 

B the dexter, or right hand chief point; B, the middle chief point; ©, the sinister, or 

E left hand chief point.; D, the collar, or honour point; E, the heart, or fess point; F, 

¢ H 1) the nombril, or navel point ; and G H I, the base, subdivided into G, the dexter base 
point; H, the middle base point; and I, the sinister base point. 

The Shield is distinguished by certain heraldic colours called Tinctures, separated by division 
lines, and charged with a variety of animals, real or fabulous, instruments, and other objects, which 
themselves bear the designation of charges. 

| Lhe Tinctures used in Heraldry are metals, colours, and furs. 

To Syivester Petra-Sancta, a celebrated Italian Herald, is assigned the invention of the lines and 

points by which the tinctures are expressed,

When they exceed ten, and are irregularly placed, 
their number is not expressed in the blazon; but the field or charge covered with them is

The Paile, or Pall, is composed of the upper half of a saltire and half a pale, the latter 
issuing from the base point of the shield to the centre. 


The Gyron, is of a triangular form, composed of two lines, one drawn diagonally from the 


dexter chief angle of the shield, and the other horizontally from the dexter side, both meeting in the 
centre. ; 


The Pile (representing a pile used in the erection of military bridges), should contain, 
if borne plain, one-third of the chief in breadth, and when charged, two-thirds: it issues 
from the chief and tapers to a point, like a wedge, towards the base. 


The Flaunch, or Flangue, is made on each side of the shield, by the segment of @ 
circular superfices drawn from the corner of the chief to the base point. 


ea Lozenge, is a parallelogram with equal sides, forming two acute and two obtuse , 
angles, 


The Mascle, is a Lozenge perforated or voided, so that the field appears through the opening. 


The Fusil (representing a kind of spindle used in spinning) resembles the lozenge in shape, but 
is somewhat longer. The field or charge when divided by diagonal lines dexter and sinister, so as to 
form fusils all over it, is denominated Fusily. There are two other well known, though not modernly 


adopted, forms of the fusil, and more characteristic of the spindle which they are intended to 
represent.

The Annulet, is a ring, the tincture of which must be expressed. 


Lozengy, is when the field or any armorial charge is divided by diagonal lines trans 
[| versely, into equal parts or lozenges, alternately of different tinctures. 


The Fret, is composed of siz piecés, viz., two long ones in saltire, extetding, as a rule, 
but not necessarily, to the extremity of the fleld, and four pieces conjoined in the centre 
/ in the form of a mascle, interlaced or fretted by those in saltire, 
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_ The Bend Sinister is.the same es the Bend, exceptiag that the lines are drawn from the 
| sinister chief to the dexter base. . 


The Fess is formed by two ‘horizontal lines drawn across the field, comprising the 


centre third part of the escutcheon: It is emblematic of the military girdle worn round: 
the body over the armour. . 


The Bar is a diminutive of the fess, and of the same form, containing one-fifth of the field, and 
may be placed in any part of tho eseutcheon. 


The Cross is composed of four lines, two parallel lines perpendicular, and two transverse, 
4 not drawn throughout, but meeting by couples at right angles, near about the fess point. 


The Saltire (the Cross of St! Andrew) is formed by four lines, two drawn from the 
dexter ‘chief towards the sinister base, and the others from the sinister chief towards the 
| dexter base, meeting in the middle by couples in acute angles, and resembling two bends, 

dexter and sinister, uniting or blending where they cross. 


When charges are borne upon ordinaries, they are described “on a fess,” “on a chevron,” “on a 
bend,” &c., as the case may be. When charges are placed in the position that ordinaries occupy, they 
are blazoned as “in pale,” or “in fess,” or “in bend,” &., as the case may be. 


The Chevron (supposed by some writers to have been adopted from the bow of a war 
saddle, which rose high in front) is formed by two parallel lines drawn from the. dexter, 
base, oe pyramidically, about the fess point, two other parallel lines drawn from the 

“es sinister base. - 


SUB-ORDINARIES. 


The Border (French, Bordure) was formerly a mark of difference, to distinguish one 
branch of a family from another. It surrounds the field, occupying one-fifth of it, and is 
| of an equal breadth at every part. 


The Orle, is an inner border that does not touch the extremities of the shield, the field 
being scen within and round it on both sides. It has the appearance of an escutcheon 
voided, or, as it were, insulated. The Tressure is a diminutive of the Orle. 


The Inescutcheon,.is a small escutcheon, borne within the shield. 


The Quarter, is the space formed by two lines, the one drawn horizontally from the 
side of the shield to the centre, and the other perpendicularly from the chief to meet if in 
the seme place, and occupies one-fourth part of the shicld, as the term implies. 


The Canton, derived from cantonnée, cornered, is less than the Quarter, comprising only 
the third part of the chief, and is formed, as the Quarter, by a perpendicular line drawn. 
from the top of the shield, meeting another drawn horizontally from the side. .The Centon 
always occupies the dexter chief of the escutcheon, unless otherwise expressed. 


Chegqué, or Chequy, is used when the field, or any armorial charge, is divided by transverse 
lines perpendicularly and horizontally into equal parts or squares alternately of different 
tinctures, like a chess-board. On ordinaries, chequy must consist of at least three ranges 
of square pieces.

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The earliest representation of the indication of colour by engraved lines, in England, is on the 
impression of a seal to the death warrant of Charles I. 
The old Heralds used more minute distinctions: the Arms of gentlemen, esquires, knights, and 
baronets, they blazoned by tinctures ; those of the nobility by precious stones ; and those of emperors, 
kings, and ‘other sovereign princes, by planets.

The term Counterchanged (French, de Yun en l’autre) expresses that the field is of 
two tinctures, metal and colour, and that the charge upon it partakes of both,—the 
4, charge, or part of the charge, being of metal, which lies upon the colowr; and the 
charge, or part of the charge, being of colour, which lies upon themetal. ‘“ Transmu- 
(iJ tation, or counterchanging,” says Guillim, “ is an intermixture of the several tinctures of 

the shield and charge, occasioned by the apposition of some one or more lines of 
partition over the whole.” 

It is an inviolable rule of Heraldry, that metal shall never be placed upon metal, nor colour 
upon colour; that is if the field be of colour, the immediate charge must be of metal, and vice versd, 
but numerous exceptions to this rule are found, not only in coats of a date anterior to the systematic 
or scientific arrangement of Armorial Bearings, but in many of foreign origin:

ORDINARIES.. 


All charges of Arms are either proper or common ; those charges are said to be proper which by a 
tertain property do particularly belong to the art of Heraldry, and are of ordinary use therein; hence 
they are styled ordinaries ;.the common charges are the representations of all emblems which retain 
their own names in the blazon. The term here employed “ proper’ must not be confused with the 
similar one (see Dictionary of Terms) which indicates that any heraldic charge in a shield, crest, or 
. supporter, is of its natural colour or nature. 


The principal Ordinaries are— 


The Chief (called by French Heralds, un Chef, signifying head, from the place it occupies 
in the shield) is the whole upper part of the field, cut off horizcutally by a straight or any 
other of the partition lines used in Heraldry, and should comprise a third part of the 
escutcheon. 


The Pale is formed by two lines drawn perpendicularly from the top to the base of the 
escutcheon, comprising’s third part of the field. ‘The French,” observes Mackenzie, 
“say that soldiers of old carried pales of wood to encamp them, which they fixed in the 
earth,” and thus originated this heraldic bearing.

a The Bend (Baltheus) is formed by two lines drawn diagonally‘from the dexter chief to 
, ae belt, or scarf. 
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The Goutte, is the representation of a drop of liovid, and assumes a different name according to 
its tincture. When yellow, it is called goutté, or gutté, d’or; when white, goutté d’eau; when red, 
goutté de sang; when blue, goutté de larmes; when green, goutté de vert; when black, goutté de 
poix. If a field, or charge, be covered with more drops than ten, it is termed goutté d’or, de larmes, 
de poix,.as the case may be. 


THE APPENDAGES OF THE SHIELD. 
The File, Mantiling, Wreath, Crest, Supporters, and Motto. 


The Helmet, Heline, Casque, or Morion, has varied in shape in different ages and countries. The 
most ancient form is the simplest, composed of iron, of a shape fitted to the head, and flat upon the 
top, with an aperture for the light, This is styled the Norman Helmet, and appears on very old 
seals, attached to the Gorget, a separate piece of armour which covered the neck. In the twelfth 
century, a change was made to mark the rank of the individual bearer. 


The Helmet assigned to Kings and Princes of the Blood Royal, is full-faced, composed 
of gold, with the beauvoir divided by six projecting bars, and lined with crimson. 


i The Helmet of the Nobility is of steel, with five bars of gold: it is placed on the 
A, shield inclining to a profile. 


The Helmet of Knights and Baronets, is the full-faced steel helmet, with the visor 
thrown back, and without bars.

Differences, or Marks of Cadency, ‘are the distinctions used to indicate the various 
branches or Cadets of one family. The eldest son during the lifetime of his father bears a Label ; 
the second, a Crescent; the third, a Mullet ; the fourth, a Martlet; the fifth, an Annulet ; the sixth, 
a Fleur-de-lis ; the seventh, 2 Rose; the eighth, a Cross moline; the ninth, a Double quatrefoil.

Annulet, a ring.

Appaumé, the hand open, presenting the palm, 
and the fingers and thumb at full length. 

Argent, silver or white. 

Armed. All birds which have talons and bills 
that aid them to seize and rend their prey, are 
in blazon said to be armed when those weapons 
differ in tincture from their bodies. But to 
swans, wild geese, and other birds without 
talons, the word armed does not apply. They, 
in like case, are termed beaked and membered. 
Beasts are also described as armed, when their 
horns or hoofs are of another colour than their 
bodies. 

Arraché, same as Erased. 

Arrondie, made circular or round. 

Assis, same as Sejant. 

Atchievement, a term used for a fully marshalled 

7 coat, but generally for a funeral hatchment. 

_. Aitired, is applied to the horns of animals of the 

deer species, instead of armed, as they are 
supposed to wear their antlers not as weapons, 
but ornaments. 

Altires, the horns of a buck.

Bailloné, applied to a lion holding a staff in his 
mouth. 

Balista, an engine to throw stones and darts, also 
called a Swepe. 

Banded, encircled with a band or ribband.

Barbed, is derived from the French word “ barbé.”

Basilisk. An heraldic monster, resembling in 
shape the wivern or cockatrice, but having, at 
the end of its tail, the head of a dragon. 

Basnet (basinet), an old name for a helmet. 

Baton, derived from the French word baston, 
staff or cudgel, and generally borne as a mark 
of Bastardy. It does not go from side to side 
of the shield as the bend does; but is couped 
in the form of a truncheon. . 

Battering-ram, an instrument used by the ancients 
to beat down the walls of a besieged city. See 
p. XXXIV. 

Battled arrondie, denotes that the battlement is 
rounded at the top. 

Battled-imbattled, one battlement upon another. 

Beacon, a contrivance anciently used to warn 
against.the approach of an enemy, and to alarm 
the country. It is represented as an iron grate 
or basket containing fire, on the top of a high 
pole or pillar, against which a ladder is placed. 

Beaked. See Armed. 

Bearing, applicable to any single charge or 
heraldic device. 4 

Belled, applied to the hawk, to which belis are 
generally affixed. 

Bend. See p. xxx. eae 
Bendlet, a diminutive of the Bend, of which it is 
half the size in breadth. or Be 
Bendy, describes a field or charge divided, dia- 
gonally, into four, six, eight, or more equal 

parts.

Bezant, the current coin of Byzantium, or Con- 
stantinople—in English Heraldry, represented 
as round flat pieces of gold without impress.

Burgonet, a sort of steel cap, formerly worn by 
foot soldiers in battle. 


Cabossed, caboshed, caborsed, or trunked, signifies 
the head of any beast looking right forward, or 
full-faced, with nothing of the neck seen. 

Cabrée, or effray, or saliant, terms applied to 6 
horse rising on its hind feet. 

Cadenoy, marks of. See p. xxxiii. 

Caltrap, or galtrap, or chevaltrap,an instrument 
made of iron, which, in ancient time, was used 
in war to gall and wound the horses’ feet, it 
having spikes so placed that whichever way it 
lay upon the ground one point would always be 
uppermost.. See p. xiv. 

Calvary cross. See Cross. 

Canting arms, such as have any punning reference 
or allusion to the name of the bearer. 

Canton. See p. xxxi. 

Cartouche, % variously formed and fancifully 
fashioned oval, on which it was the custom of 
the old Heralds to depict the armorials of the 
Popes and all churchmen, deeming the ordi- 
nary shield as inappropriate to their calling. 

Cap of maintenance, or dignity, by the French 
called a chapeau, a head-gear of crimson velvet 
turned up with ermine. Soe p. xxxiv. 

Capzrison, the furniture of a war-horse. 

Carbuncle, or escarbuncle, a precious stone whose 
‘lustre was vulgarly supposed not to be darkened 
by the night; in Heraldry rays are a represen- 
tation of this bearing. 

Casque, » helmet. 

Castle, this bearing in heraldry is generally repre- 
sented by two towers with a wall between 
them, the wall being embattled and having a 
gateway or entrance. A castle with three 
towers is similar to the last, but has a third 
tower similar to the other two appearing be- 
hind the gateway. - 

Cat-a-mountain, a wild cat always drawn guard- 
ant. 

Catharine-wheel, an instrument of torture with 
iron teeth, called from St. Catharine, the virgin 
having suffered upon it. 

Centaur, or sagittarius, an imaginary creature, half 
man and half horse. 

Cercellée, or recercellée, applied to a cross curling at 
the ends. 

Chain-shot, bullets united with a chain. 

Chamber piece, a short piece of ordnance without a 
gun carriage. See Mortar. 

Champagne, a line of partition. See p. xxix. 

Chapeau. See Cap of maintenance. 

Chaplet, a garland of flower and leaves. 

Charged (French, chargé), applicable to the field or 
ordinaries bearing any device upon them. 

Charges, the bearings and emblems of Heraldry. 

Chaussé, shod. 

Chequy or checky. See p. xxxii. 
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Cherub, a celestial being, frequently represented 
in Heraldry, as an infant’s head between 
wings. ‘This is a Hebrew word, the plural of 
which is cherubim. 

Chess-rook, a piece used in the game of chess.

Corded, an ordinary or charge bound with cords. 

Cornish chough, a bird of the raven species, com- 
monly accounted the king of crows; it is black, 
with beak and legs.of a reddish yellow. 

Coronet, the badge or cognizance of Princes and 
Peers. See pp. xvil. and xxxiv. 

Cotised, or cottised (French, bande di- 
minuée qui cotoye une autre bande) is 
a diminutive of the bend, being one- 
fourth of its breadth, and one-half of 
the width of the bendlet. They are 
generally borne in couples with a 
bend or churge between them. When there are 
two, they are then termed cottises, but when 
borne on each side of the fess or bend, are 
usually blazoned a bend or fess cotised.

Gradient, applied to a tortoise when supposed to 
be walking.

Guttée, or gutty, from the Latin gutta, a drop, 
implies sprinkled and liquid drops, termed 
gouttes, and varying in colour, as follow— 

Guttée Whuile, or guttée d’olive, represents drops 
of oil of vert or green colour.

“represent water, or tears.

Hatchment, or achievement, the bearings of a 
deceased person, usually placed on the front of. 
the house. 

Hauberk, a twisted coat of mail. 

Hauriént, or hauriant, applied to a fish when 
erect or upright, as if putting the head above 
water to suck in the air. 

Hausse, or enhanced, applied to a chevron or 
fesse when placed higher than their usual 
position. 

Hawk, or falcon, the ordinary bird of prey. 

Hawk’s bells and jesses, the jesses are leather 
thongs with which the bells are fastened to the 
hawk’s legs. 

Hawk’s lure, » decoy used by falconers, com- 
posed of two wings conjoined, with their tips 
dcwnwards, joined with a line and ring. See 
p. XXXIv. 

Heads, either of nien, beasts, birds, &c., are com- 
mon bearings in coat armour, and must have 
their position expressed in the blazon ; in pro- 
file, or sidefaced ; affronté and guardant, when 
fullfaced ; and reguardant, when looking back- 
wards. The term head, without any addition, 
implies sidefaced, or in profile.

Mail, a dress, or piece of defensive armour for 
the body and arms, wrought in small close rings 
called mails, linked together as if woven in 
a loom, and represented like the scales of a 
fish. 

Mailed, clothed in mail. 

Main, a hand. 

Maintenance, cap of. See p. xxxiv. 

Mallard, a wild drake. 

Mallet, a tool used by masons. 

Manacles, handcuils. 


Manch, or maunch, an old-fashioned 
sleeve, with long hanging ends.

Man-tiger, an imaginary monster, with a lion’s 
body, the head and face of an old man, and 
horns on the head like an ox. 

Mantle, or lambrequin, the name given to the 
foldage or great cloak whereon achievements are 
painted. See p. xviii. 

Mantlings, ornamented foliage-work for the adorn- 
ing of helmets in painting armorial bearings. 
Marined, a term used for an animal with the 

lower parts of the body like a fish. 

Marine wolf, a seal. 

Martlet, or merlion, a fabulous bird, of constant 
adoption in aimorials, shaped like a martin or 
swallow, and always drawn without legs, with 
short tufts of feathers instead, divided into two 
parts, somewhat like an erasure, and forming, 
as it were, thighs. This is the distinctive aie 
of the fourth son.

Mermaid, a fabulous creature, half woman and 
half fish, generally represented with a comb in 
one hand and a mirror in the other.

Millpick, an instrument used by millers and mill- 
wrights in dressing millstones. 

Efillrind, the iron affixed to the centre of the 
millstone, otherwise called a fer-de-moline. 

‘Mitre, the cap of dignity borne over the arms of 
a bishop or archbishop. 

Modilion, cotoose, or scroll, the foliage ornament 
of a pillar. 

Moline. See Crosses. 

Mort, a skull, or death’s head, usually placed on 
the hatchment of the last of a family. 

Moor cock, the male of the black game, or large 
black grouse. 

Moor’s head, the heraldic term for the head of a 
Negro man, in profile, couped at the neck, 
wreathed about the temples. 

Mooted, or moulted, used in the same sense as 
eradicated. 

Morion, an ancient steel cap or helmet. 

Morné, or mortné (French, born dead, or still- 
born), a lion rampant, without tongue, teeth, 
or claws. 

Morse, a sea-lion. 

Mortar, a piece of ordnance or chamber-piece. - 

Morticed, square pieces let one into the other. 

Mortier, a cap of state. 

Motto, 2 word, saying, or sentence adopted at 

- pleasure, and borne on a scroll under the coat 
armour, and sometimes over the crest. Mottoes 
occasionally allude to the name of the bearer ; 
thus, “De monte alto”’ is the motto. of the 
family of De Monte Alto, Montalt, or Maude ; 
often to the bearings; and more frequently are 
short, quaint sentiments, according to the whim 
or caprice of the person who first adopted 
them, or in allusion to some particular actions 
or circumstances they are meant to perpetuate. 
See p. xv. 

Moulted, the same as Eradicated. 

Mound, a corruption of the French word monde, 
or Latin, mundus, the world ;,a name given in 
heraldry to a ball or globe, encircled with a 
horizontal band, enriched with diamonds :and 
precious stones, from the upper edge of which. 
springs a semicircular-band, enriched in like 
manner, and having on the top a cross. The 
mound forms part of the regalia of an emperor 
or king. 

Mount. When the bottom or base of the shield 
is.represented green, as a field, and curved 
somewhat semicircularly arched, it is then called 
a ifount vert. 

Mountain-cat. See Cat-a-mountain. 

Mounted, a term applied to a horse bearing a 
rider. 

Mounting, expresses that position in animals of 
chase which rampant does in those of prey. 

Mourned (morné), blunted. 

Mullet, the rowel of a spur; English heralds 
make it of five straight points; French heralds 
of six; when borne of six, eight, or more points, 
the number should be expressed in the blazon. 
‘The best authorities consider when it has more 
than five points it should be described as a 
star. 

Mutlet-pierced, same as the mullet; but is per- 
forated in the centre, allowing the tincture upon 
which it is borne to appear through it. 

Muraiilé, walled, or embattled and masoned. 

Mural crown. See Crowns, p. xxxiv. 

Murrey, the colour sanguine. 

Muschetors, or mushetours, the black tail of the 


Muzzled, said of a bear or other animal whose 


mouth is banded or tied up to prevent its 


biting. 


Naiant, or natant, swimming; applied to fish 


when borne horizontally. 

Naissané, rising, or coming out of; applicable to 
all living things when represented as issuing out 
of the middle of a fess or other ordinary. 

Narcissus, a flower consisting of six petals, each 
resembling the leaf of the cinquefoil, 

Naval crown. See Crowns, p. xxxiv. 

Nebular, drawn waived, so as to represent clouds. 

Nebulé, or nebuly, a line of partition. See p. xxix. 

Neptune, the ideal god of the sea; generally de- 
picted with trident, &c. 

Nerved, said of leaves and plants, the fibres of 
which are borne of a different tincture from the 
other part. 

Newt, a small water animal of the lizard species ; 
called also an effet or eft. 

Nislée, or nyllée, slender, narrow, or reduced 
almost to nothing. 

Nombril, the navel point. See p. xxviii. 

Nowed, tied in aknot; said of a serpent, wivern, 
or other creature, whose bodies and tails are 
twisted like a knot. 

Nauncé, the same as nebulé,

Opinicus, a fictitious heraldic animal, with a lion’s ©

Pail, or paile, an archiepiscopal vestment, made 
of white lambs’ wool; formed in heraldry by 
half a pale issuing from the base, and meeting, 
or conjoined with, in the fess point, half a 
saltire, issuing from the dexter and sinister 
chief; thus presenting the figure of the letter 
Y. See p. xxxii. 

Paliet, a diminution of the pale. 

Palisado. See Crowns. 

Palisse, pily-paly ; that is, a division of the field 
in the form of piles, reaching from top to 
bottom.

Park pales, palings depicted close to each other, 
with pointed tops. See the arms of the Borough 
of Derby.

Party, Per. The former of these two words 
should be omitted, as the latter implies the 
same ; it is used to denote ‘the particular man- 
her in which a shield, ordinary, or charge, is 
divided by any of the partition lines—as per 
bend, per pale, &c.

Pascaunt, or Pasquant, a term used for animals 
when grazing.

Pattée. See Crosses. 

Pater noster, or nostré, a cross composed of beads. 

Patonce. See Crosses. 

Patriarchal. See Crosses. 

Paties, the paws of any beast. 

Pavement, depicted like masonry. 

Pavilion, an oblong tent with a projecting 
entrance. 

Paw, the foot of a lion, bear, seal, &c., cut off or 
erased at the first joint. 

Pean,afur. See p. xxviii. 

Pearched, or perched, applied to birds when in a 
sitting posture upon a branch or other sub- 
stauce. 

Peel, a tool used by bakers for drawing bread out 
of the oven. 

Pegasus, a fabulous horsé with wings. 

Pelican. This bird is always represented with 
her wings endorsed, neck embowed, and peck- 
ing her breast, from which issue drops-of blood. 

Pellet, or ogresses, roundles, black or sable. 

Pelletty or pelleitée. Semée of pellets. 

Penner and ink horn, aa case for holding pens 
“and ink. 

Pennon, a flag of an oblong form. 

Pennoncels, or pencils, small streamers or flags. 

Penny-yard penny, small coin. 

Per. See Party per, p. xxix. 

Perforated, voided or pierced. 

Petronel, an‘ancient name for a pistol. 

Pheon, the head of dart or arrow. 

Phenix, an imaginary bird, always drawn in 
flames. p 

Pierced, signifies when any ordinary or charge is 
perforated, so as to show the field under it. 

- The form of the perforation should be expressed 
-——square, round, lozenge, &c, ! 

Pike-staves, formidable instruments of destruction 
used in warfare. 

Pile, one_of the ordinaries. See p. xxxii. 

Pilgrim’s scrip, a wallet or pouch. Seethe cost 
of Palmer. 
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Plate, a roundle arg. or white. 

Playing tables, when used in heraldry, are de- 
picted as backgammon tables. . 

Plen'tude, denotes the moon in her full, or full 
moon. 

Plié, the same as close, applied to a bird. 

Plough, an instrument used in husbandry. 

Plougkshare. That part of the plough which 
cuts the ground at the bottom of the furrow 
and raises the sod to the mould beard. 

Ployé, bowed and bent. 

Piummet, an instrument used by masons and 
others to prove perpendiculars. 

Poing, the hand closed, in contradistinction to 
* appaumé.” 

Points of the escutcheon. See p. xxviii. 

Pomegranate, a foreign fruit, in blazon it is neces- 
sary to add, slipped, leaved, or seeded, as it is 
always so represented in coat armour. See the 
coat of Granger. 

Pomeis, roundles, when vert or green. 

Pommel, the rounded knob at the extremity of the 
handle of a sword. 

Popinjays, small green parrots, with red beaks 
and legs. 

Portant, a term used of across that is not erect, 
but placed athwart the shield as if it were 
carried on a man’s shoulder. 

Portcullis, an engine formerly used in fortifying 
and defending the gateway of a city, town, or 
castle, before which it hung down by chains, 
and formed a barrier; it resembles very much 
a harrow, the perpendicular bars being spiked. 

Posé. See Statant. 

Pot. In armoury,a kind of head-piece or hat 
made of steel. 

Potent, a crutch or walking stick. See also furs. 

Potenté, a line of division, which see. 

Pots, so termed in heraldry, are of iron with three 
legs. 

Poutdron, armour for the sheulder. 

Pounce, the talons of a bird-of prey. 

Powdered. A term in heraldry, when the field, 
crest, or supporter, is promiscuously strewed 
all over with minor charges, such as mullets, 
crescents, or fleurs-de-lis. The French term 
“Semée,” has, however, been lately adopted 
by English heralds to express this. 

Prester John, a term obviously epplied in error by 
the early heralds to describe the sitting figure 
of our Saviour in the arms of the See of 
Chichester. 

Pretence, escutcheon of. See Hscutcheon. 
Preying, a ravenous beast or bird standing on and 
in a suitable position for devouring its prey.- 
Pride, in its, or their, applicable to a peacock, 
turkey cock, and other birds which spread 
their tails in a circular form, and drop their 

wings. 

Proboscis. The trunk of an elephant. 

Proper, applicable to every animal, tree, vegetable, 
&e., when borne of their natural colour, and 
abbreviated by the letters ppz. 

Purfled, trimmed, ov garnished, terms for the studs 
and rims of arriour being gold. 

Purfiew, or purfied, signifies a berder or embroi- 
dery of fur, shaped exactly like vair; when of 
one row it is termed purfiewed, when of two, 
counter-purficwed, and when of three, vair. 

Purpure. Purple. See Tinctures, p. xxyiil. 

Python, 2 winged serpent. 


Quarter. See Ordinarics, p. xxxi.

A lion ramp. sa. on a white field, was 
the armorial bearing of the Princes of Powys, 
and is still borne by their descendants, the 
Hughes’ of Gwerclas, Barons of Kymmer-yn- 
Edeirnion. 

Rampant sejant, is said of the lion when in a 
sitting position with the forelegs raised. 

Rangé, arranged in order. 

Raping, applied to ravenous animals devouring 
their prey. 

Razed, the same as erased. 

Rays. When depicted round the sun they should 
be sixteen in number; when round an estoile 
line they must be drawn straight and waved 
alternately. 

Rearing, a term. applied to a horse when standing 
on the hind legs with the fore legs raised. 

Rebated, when the top or point of a weapon is 
broken off, or part of a cross cut off. 

Reboundant, an ancient term for the tail of a lion 
when turned up and bent in the form of a 
letter S with the point outwards, the ancient 
way of depicting the tail was usually with the 
fpoint.turned towards the back, unless blazoned 
reboundant. 

Rebus, in heraldry means such a coat, as by its 
charges alludes to the name of the bearer, as 
Castles, for Castleton—Salmons, for Salmon, &c. 

Recercellée, a term applied to across similar to a 
cross moline, but with the ends turned more 
round. 

Reclinant, bending backwards. 

Reflected, or refleced, curved or turned round as 
the chain or line from the collar of a beast 
thrown over the back. 

Reguardant, looking behind or backwards. 

Reindeer, as drawn in heraldry, is a stag with 
double attires. 

Remora, denotes a serpent. 

Removed, implies the ordinary has fallen, or be- 
come removed from its proper position. 

Rencontre, same as caboshed. 

Renverse, when anything is set with its head 
downwerds, or contrary to its natural way, or 
turned upside down. 

Rere mouse, a bat. 

Respectant, or respecting, applied to animals face 
to face. 

Reserved, contrary to the usual way and position. 

Rests, clarions, or claricords. The reat for a lance ; 
by some authorities called musical instruments ; 
they bear resemblance to a fluted bracket. See

Retorted. Serpents, wreathed one in another, or 
as a fret, are said to be retorted.

Satyral, a fictitious creature, with the tail of a 
lion, tatand horns of an antelope, and the face 
of an old man. 

Scallop. See Escallop. 

Scalp, the skin of the forehead. 

Scarpe,a diminutive of the bend sinister, sup- 
posed to represent a shoulder-belt, or officer's 
scarf. 

Sceptre, a royal staff used at coronations, &c. 

Scintillant, sparkling. 

Scorpion, in shape somewhat resembling a cray- 
fish, and usually placed erect. 

Scrip. See Pilgrim’s scrip. 

Scroll, whereon the motto is placed. 

Sea dog, shaped like a talbot, but with a tail like 
a beaver, a scalloped fin continued down the 
back from head to tail; the whole body, legs, 
and tail, scaled, and the feet webbed. 

Sea horse, the fore part is like a horse with 
webbed feet, and the hinder ending 1m a fish's 
tail. 

Seal. See Marine wolf. 

Sea lion, the upper part of a lion’s body termu- 
nating in a fish’s tail. 

Sea mew, a sort of sea-gull. 
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Sea pie, & water fowl of a dark brown colour, 
head red, and the neck and wings white. ; 

Sear, a scimetar, with a semicircular notch hol- 
lowed out of the back of the blade. 

Seeded, applied to the seed of roses, lilies, &c., 
when borne of a tincture different to the flower 
itself. 

Segreant, applied to a griffin when erect, with 
wings endorsed. 

Sejant, signifies sitting, as applied to the lion, &c. 

Sejant addorsed, when two animals are sitting 
back to back. 

Semé, or semée, strewed over. See Powdered. 

Seraph’s head, a child’s bead between three pairs 
of wings, two in chief, two in fess, and two in 
base. 

Serpent or snake is borne, coiled, and twisted in 
various forms, as torqued, 7.e., erect; gliding, 
i.e., creeping ; nowed, 2.e., twisted into a knot, 
&c., &c. 

Serrated, indented, or cut like a saw. 

Sezfoil, a grass or flower with six leaves, in form 
like the cinquefoil. 

Shackle, a link of a fetter. 

Shack-bolt, a fetter put on the wrists or ancles of 
prisoners. : 

Shafted, is used to denote that a spear-head has a 
handle to it. 

Shake-fork, is in form like the pall, but does not 
touch the edges of the shield, and has a point 
at each end, in the same manner as the pile. 

See the coat of Cunningham. 

Shambroughs, a kind of ship. 

Shamrock, trefoil or three-leaved grass, the emblem 
of Ireland. 

eShapewined, in a curved line. 

wWheaf. See Garb. 

Sheldrake, a kind of duck. 

Shield. See p. xxviil. 

Shinbones, bones of the human Jeg generally borne 
in saltire. 

Shivered, broken or splintered. 

Shoveller, a species of water-fowl. 

Shuttle, an instrument used by weavers. 

Side, a portion of the shield cut off by a per- 
pendicular line. See coat of Grote. 

Binister, the left. 

Sinister ehief, the left side of the chief. 

Sinople, a French term for “ vert,’ green. 

Siren, a mermaid. 

Skein, a short sword or dagger. 
by the Irish. : 

Slashed, sleeves of garments but open lengthways, 
and the gashes filled with a puffing of another 
colaur. 

Slay, slea, or reed, an instrument used by 
weavers. 

Sledge, a sort of carriage without wheels, used in 
husbandry. 

Slipped, the stalk depicted so as torn from the 
original stem.

Soldering iron, a tool used by plumbers. 

Spade iron, or shoeing of a spade.

Spervers, tents. 

Sphinzg, a chimerical animal, said to have the

Spit, a spade. 
Splendour, a term for the sun when represented 
with a human face, and environed with rays. 
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Sruttle, a winnowing fan or basket. 

Standard. All standards.are split at the end, 
They are regulated in length according to the 
degree of the bearer, and, dating from the 
national ensign, are charged with his badges, 
crests, and motto, arranged on his livery colours. 

Staple, an iron fastening to a door. 

Star. See Lstoile. 

Starved, stripped of leaves, &c. 

Statant, standing. 

Staves, walking-sticks used by palmers or pil- 
grims. 

Staves of a carbuncle, the eight rays which issue 
from its centre. 

Steel caps, or morions, pieces of armour for the 
head, of various shapes. 

Stern, the hinder part of a ship, and which forms 
part of a naval crown. 

Still, or alembic, an utensil of the distillery. 

Stilt, an instrument made to walk with, anciently 
used for scaling castles, walls, &e. 

Stirrup, of an ordinary saddle. 

Stock, the stump or trunk of a tree. 

Stole, part of the vestment of a priest. 

Stringed, applied to a buglehorn, which is gener- 
ally borne with strings affixed thereto, tied in 
a bow; also applied to the harp, &c. 

Studded, adorned with studs. 

Stump, part of the stock or trunk of a tree. 

Subverted, reversed, turned upside down. 

Sufflue, rest or clarion. 

Sun, in heraldry is represented with a human 
face, enyironed in rays, and is termed a sun in 
splendour, or full glory. 

Super charge, one figure charged or borne upon 
another. 

Supporters. See p. xviii. 

Surcoat, a loose, light, thin, taffety coat, formerly 
worn by’military men over their armour. 

Surgeant, rising. 

Surmounted, where one charge is placed over 
another. 

Surtout, or sur-le-tout, an escutcheon placed upon 
the centre of a shield of arms is said to be 
surtout. 

Swepe, the balista, an engine anciently used for 
throwing stones into fortresses. It was formed 
like the machine brewers used to raise water out 
of wells, and therefore was named after their 
contrivance. 

Swivel, two iron links, which turn on a bolt. 

Sykes, a fountain. See coat of Sykes, &ec. 

Syren, a mermaid. 


Tabard, the name given to the surcoats embroi- 
dered with the Sovereign’s arms, and worn hy 
the heralds and pursuivants of arms upon great 
festivals and other public oecasions. 

Tabernacle, a tent or pavilion. 


Talbot, a hunting dog, with thick 
snout and hanging ears, borne for 
crest by the Talbots of Bashall, 
the senior line of the house of 
Shrewsbury. 


Talons, the claws of a bird. 


Targant, torgant, or torqued, bending ard re- 
bending like the letter S. 

Target, a round buckler. 

Tasces, or tasses, that part of the armour which 
cevers the thighs. 

Tassel, an ornament pendant at the corners of 
cushions. 

Tau, a cross nearly like a cross potent. 

Teazel, the head or seed vessel of a species of 
thistle. 


Tenne, or tawney, orange colour. 

Téte, the head. 

Terras, the representation of a piece of ground at 
the bottom of the base, and generally vert. 

Thatch rake, an instrument used in thatching. 

Thistle, the emblematic plant of Scotland. 

Threstle, three-legged stool. ; 

Thunderbolt, in heraldry a twisted bar in pale, 
inflamed at each end, surmounting two jagged 
darts in saltire betw. two wings expanded, with 
streams of fire issuing from the centre. 

Tiara, or triple crown, a cap or helmet of golden 
cloth, from which hang two pendants, embroi- 
dered and fringed at the end, semée of crosses 
of gold. The cap is inclosed by three mar- 
quises’ coronets, on the top is a mound of gold 
with a cross of the same. 

Tiercé, a French word, implying that the shield 
-is-divided into three equal parts of different 

- colours. . 

Tilting-spear, ® weapon used in tilts and tourna- 
ments. 

Timbre, signifies the helmet, when placed over 
the arms in a complete achievement.

member of the King’s or Governor’s Council, or of the legislative body, in the Colony of 
New York, the Jerseys, Virginia, Pennsylvania, or Delaware; (c) Lord Proprietor, Governor, 
Deputy Governor, or member of the Council, or of the legislative body, in Mayland, the 
Carolinas, or Georgia; (d) Governor, Deputy Governor, Governor’s Assistant or Commis- 
sioner to the United Colonies of New England, or member of the Council, body of Assistants, 
or legislative body, in any of the New England Colonies. One collateral representative of 
a qualifying ancestor shall be eligible for membership, provided there be no lineal de- 
scendant, and provided that such person be the oldest collateral representative in the male 
line of this ancestor, or has filed with the Secretary General of the Society written renunci- 
ation from all persons having prior claim to consideration.

From the first settlement in America, more than 300 years ago, no at- 
tempt has heretofore been made to preserve American genealogical records, 
except in privately printed, individual family genealogies, or in the restricted 
lists of members of hereditary and patriotic societies. These volumes, now 
numbering many thousands, are invaluable.

In 1930, the 
continental population was 122,698,190, and at the present ratio of 4.3 persons 
to a family, there are about 28,534,460 families in the United States. The 
enormous increase in population between the years mentioned serves to 
illustrate that the longer the compilation of this national genealogy was de- 
layed the greater would have been the difficulties in compiling it. 


The work of creating a national genealogy might properly have been 
undertaken through the combined action of all the hereditary and patriotic 
societies of the country, as the avowed objects of these organizations are, 
among other things, to preserve historical and genealogical records and to 
foster Americanism. The tenets for which they stand may be defined as the 
National Spirit, and this work, embodying, as it does, the records of patriotic 
service, self sacrifice and noble achievement, might have been their crowning 
achievement of national service. 


However, it remained for the catastrophe of the greatest war in history 
to compel official compilation of data pertaining to contemporary Americans 
as a war measure. Participation in the World War by the United States 
made necessary a source of information for furnishing the lineages with their 
inter-marriages of large numbers of men and women who were, or desired to 
participate in the various war activities at home and abroad. 


The necessity for such information demonstrated the urgent need for 
an authoritative genealogical work of national character, one which could be 
accepted as the standard for the nation. Thus, this work was born of neces- 
sity to meet a crisis, and it is in the spirit of national service that the work is 
being carried out. The names, files and voluminous data compiled during 
the war are the foundation upon which it is based, and it is for these names 
that data are now being compiled. 

A conception of the monumental task involved in this compilation may 
be had when it is realized that it required nearly seven years (1917-24) of 
most painstaking labor to complete Volume I, published in December, 1924. 
It contains over 5,000 records and upward of 10,000 lineages, comprising 
1,148 pages. 

Volume II, published in December, 1926, contains over 1,600 records 
and upward of 5,000 lineages, comprising 628 pages. In this volume effort 
was directed toward completeness of lineages rather than toward including 
a large number of records, with the result that, in Volume I the records aver- 
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age 2 lineages, whereas in Volume II the records average about 3% lineages. 

Volume III, published in December, 1928, contains over 2,000 records 
and upward of 6,000 lineages, comprising 810 pages. 

~ Volume IV, published in December, 1930, contains over 2,000 records 
and upward of 8,000 lineages, comprising 912 pages. 

The Fifth Volume, entirely new and complete in itself, is now in course 
of preparation and will be published at an early date. It is for this volume 
that data are now being compiled. 

Additional volumes, each complete and independent in itself, will be is- 
sued annually after 1932. 

A work of such large proportions will probably cover the span of two 
generations, but the progress achieved within the comparatively short period 
since the World War, already gives it the distinction of having compiled 
and published a larger number of lineages than all the other general genea- 
logical compilations combined during the first three hundred years of Amer- 
ican history. With its total of more than 29,000 lineages already published 
and the combined indexes listing upward of a quarter of a million names of 
ancestors, it is unquestionably the first reference and research source in 
American genealogy. 

The work is now generally accepted as the Standard Genealogical work 
for the nation by patriotic, hereditary, genealogical and historical societies; 
by librarians, newspapers and periodicals, and by thousands of individuals 
throughout the country. Literally, thousands of endorsements are on file. |
